Virginia's 4 p.m. burning law in effect

For those Virginia Beach residents who have 
seen the Virginia Stage Companys current 
production, of "Count Dracula,", beware, 
because the batmaker lives here in the city. 

"Actually 1 sat at home on the couch and made 
the bats by hand," said David Whitmore, 39. 

"My wife and 1 had gone to the library and 
checked out a lot of books on bats," he said, "and 
I actually became immersed in them for about a 
week." 

Whitmore has made three bats for the gothic 
vampire production. Count Dracula, the largest of 
the three, with glowing red eyes. 
~**The biggest bat has a wingspan of 40 inches," 
Whitmore said, "And weighs less than two 
pounds." 

"Its body is fashioned with hardware cloth, like 
a screen wire, and covered with furry-like cloth. 



Its wings are formed with piano string wire and 
covered with material. 

This bat (see picture) is the only one with teeth, 
and features flaming red eyes as it swoops from 
upstage over the audience. ' ' 

A master craftsman 

Whitmore, who says he has "Been making 
things all my life," is employed with the VSC as 
the props master and master carpenter. 

A native of Duluth, Minn.., he is also a 
furniture maker, with 10 years experience. 

His responsibilities at the Virginia Stage 
Company include acquisition and construction of 
all production props and construction of the sets 
under the direction of the production manager. 

Whitmore has studied music and set theory at 
the University of Alaska; and drawing, painting 
and Dance at Antioch College in Ohio. 

His paintings have been exhibited in Ohio and 
Minnesota and are represented in many private 
collections throughout the United States. ^ 



Virginia Beach residents have been advised that aerial 
patrols will be flown during the spring fire season by the 
Virginia Division of Forestry in an effort to spot forest 
fires and to check for compliance with the 4 p.m., 
burning law. 

Virginia's 4 p.m., burning law is effective from 
March 1 to fJlay 15 according to Clayton I. Brown, chief 
forest warden for the City of Chesapeake. During this 
period, daily aerial patrols will be made over the area in 
an effort to locate forest fires while still small. On these 
flights, all open air burning vwll also be checked to see if 
it conforms with Virginia's forest fire laws. 

Laws ipdied out 

The 4 pum., burning law prohibits any open air fires 
such as burning brush, trash, or any type of 
inflamnuible material capable of spreading fire to the 
woods, except between the hours of 4 p.m., and 12 
nridni^t, unless such burning is done more than 300 
feci IroiB any woodland or fuel leading to the woods. 
The period during which this law is effective is normally 
the m<Mt dangerous forest fire season of the year. All 
^ves and grasses are cured and when dry will bum very 
rapidly with high wind. 

Penalty spelled out 

The penalty for any person convicted of violating this 
law shall be a fine of not less tha $10 or more than $100 
for each offense. If any forest fire shall originate as a 



result of the violation, in addition tc tite above penalty, 
a person is liable for the fuU amount of all expenses 
incurred by the State in suppressing such fire. 

Brown ako stated th&t no open air fire can be left 
burning unattended at any time of the year, unless more 
thai! ISO feet fren any woodland, without violatii^ the 
Virginia forest flie taws. 

Anyone having questions regarding the forest fire 
laws or any type of open air burning should call the 
Portsmouth office of the Division of Forestry, 488-,, 
1921.

This winter, the Virginia Beach campus of Tidewater 
Community College began offering a curriculum in 
media advertising arts. The six-quarter, two-year 
program leads to an associate degree in applied science 
in arts and design technology. 

We expect that some of our graduates will go directly 
into the advertising field. Others may choose to take 
more schooling in a specialized area such as graphic 
arts, radio and TV production or advertising design. 

Our graduates also will be prepared for a variety of 
other jobs such as public relations assistant, retail 
display designer, radio/TV advertising sales 
representative, advertising account specialist, graphic 
arts illustrator and advertising sales representatiave, 
advertising account specialist, graphic arts illustrator 
and advertising copy writer. 

Approximately one-half the courses in the curriculum 
are related to communications, such as English, speech 
and radio. One-fourth of the courses are related to 
business and marketing and one-fourth, related to 
general education, such as psychology and literature. 

One of the courses in the curriculum which we are 
offering for the first time here on our campus is 
fundamentals of lettering. In this three-credit course, 
students will learn calligraphy as an introduction to 



script and the constructed letter. They also will progress 
to creative freehand and mechanical lettering and learn 
to incorporate the lettering in graphic layout projects. 
This course will take place during spring quarter and 
will mwt on Monday and Wednraday afternoons from 
1-3:30 p.m. 

Several other specialized courses in the media 
dvertising arts curriculum also will be offered in spring 
quarter. For instance, students will not have to wait 
until the fall to take drawing I and design I. Both will be 
offered this spring. In addition, the fundamentals of 
photography I also will be offered this quarter. Students 
learn camera techniques, the expressive possibilities of 
the camera, and how to deyelop film and enlarge 
pictures. \ 

Registration for spring quarter classes continues 
through March 21 and late registration will be held 
March 24-29. Classes begin on March 24. For more 
information on our Media Advertising Arts program, 
contact our Humanities Division at 427-3070.

Goodman Segar Hogan Residential Sales 
Corporation, which in 1979 sold $40 million in Virginia 
Beach residential real estate, today announced details of 
an ambitious five-year expansion program. 

The plan, which will more than triple the number of 
GSH offices in Virginia Beach, calls for a 
reorganization of the company's management structure, 
the addition of new departments and ancillary services, 
and physical expansion accomplished both by new 
groyvth and the acquisition of existing firms. 

As a result of this expansion, Goodman Segar Hogan 
anticipates that by 1985 it will have 31 branch offices (15 
in- Virginia Beach), 935 sales associates, $500 million in 
sales, and a 20% share of the Tidewater residential real 
estate market. Currently, GSH has 12 offices (four in 
Virginia Beach), 210 sales associates, a 10% market 
share, and a 1979 total sales record of $1 10 million. 

The ultimate goal of the five-year expansion plwi, 
according to Goodman Segar Hogan Residential 
President Oscar B. Ferebee, is to enable the company to 
provide a "one-stop shopping service" approach to real 
estate. 

"As we grow and diversify over the next five years,"

Virginia Beach where there are now four. Both the 
Great Bridge and the Suffolk offices will be 
considerably enlarged.

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Men may get social security benefits 
based on wife's work record 



lor sonic men, the good old days were when woaien 
were in the kitchen and the workplace was the exclusive 
province of males. 

Others are happy to note thai iri .'se days are as 
outdaied as the Model T. This is hccausc they are quite 
literally reaping the benefits of the work of their wives. 
About 7:^,fl<X) men are currently receiving social security 
bcnclils as wid(»wers, fathers of minor children, 
liiishaiais, or disabled widowers on their wife's work 
record under stK'ial security. 

1 his is partly the result of a three year old Supreme 
Court decision that men no longer had to prove they 
ucrc dependent on their wives in order to receive 
benefits as a husband, or widower of a retired, disabled, 
or deceased working woman. 

While the decision did not exactly open a floodgaw. of 
siK'ial security benefits to men, it has made it easier for 
those who for some reason do not quality for a bcneift 

While the decision did not exactly open a floodgate of 
social security benefits to men, it has made it easier for 
those who for some reason do not qualify for a benefit 
based on their own work to get social security based on 
their wives' work. 

Benefit' may be paid essentially on the same basis 
that they are paid too women. A man can receive a 
retirmeni benefit on his wife's record at age 62, if his 



wife receives retirement benefits. He can get a survivor's 
benefit at age 60 if his wife died after working long 
enough under social security. He may qualify for a 
disabled widower's benefit if he becomes disabled 
between 50 and 60 years old. 

A widower's benefit will generally end if he remarries 
before age 60. Benefits continue, however, if he marries 
a person getting checks as a widow, parent, or adult 
disabled in childhood. 

A widower's benefit will continue if he remarries after 
age 60. 

However, many men who would otherwise qualify for 
a benefit based on the work o/ a wife have earnings that 
exceed the social security annual earnings limit. In 1980, 
you can cam -$3,720 without affecting your sociaU 
security benefits if you are under age 65. At 65 and over, 
the limit is $5,(X)0. iiarnings above the annual limit 
reduce the benefit $1 for every $2 of earnings. 

A husband's benefit is generally reduced by the 
amount of any pension based on public employment not 
covered by social security.

Census delivered April 1 



Four days before April 1 the postal service will deliver 
a census questionnaire addressed to each Virginia Beach 
residence. Each household will be asked to fill out its 
questionnaire and mail it back on April I in the postage- 
paid envelope that will be enclosed. Census takers will, 
have to call on those households that have not returned 
their questionnaires within a reasonable time. 

There are 384 other census districts throughout the 
country where this method of enumeration will be used. 
The Census Bureau estimates that about 90 percent of 
the U.S. population lives in these districts. 

24 other distrtels 

There are 24 other census districts in which the 
remaining population lives. These districts are outside 
the large cities .and their suburbs. Here mail carriers will 
distribute unaddressed questionhaires at each residential 
mail box. Householders will be asked to fill them out 
but hold them for census takers who will begin picking 
ihem up March 31.

Because I sufler with a tired 
achey body my social life at times leaves a lot to be 
desired. 

A friend of mine just recently idd me that there are 
exercises that will help to release tension, relax tired 
muscles and in general, make a perscMi feel energetic 
rather than fieeliag drained. I myscif, and I know d a 
few others, have always though that exercising would 
just make you more tire. 

Perhaps you could explain a little something about 
this type of exercising and suggest a few specific ones 
icx tired legs. It would really be appreciated. Thanks.

Your friend is quite correct. Of course, your 
exercising does have to be done 'n moderation and with 
prefer breathing, to bring about the effect you're 
looking fcH'. . 

If you beat your body like a work horse, you'll 
eventually begin to feel like one and show the strain as 
well. When the body is worked in the right way you will 
always feel more energetic upon leaving your session 
than when you first began. 

The reasoi fw this is that stretching areas that have 
been locked into a certain position for countless hours, 
releases pent up energy (i.e. tension) that has been 
stepped up like a dam. When the energy flow is 
resumed in a natural manner, the body receives the 
benefit of the energy that has just been released, the 
muscles that were hdding this energy relax and begin 
to feel soothed by the release, and the (Hies that have

This exercise does wonders for tired legs and also is 
one of the best ones I know of to help a person 
understfl^d>the value of learning to relax and let go and 
to never force anyOing. Another simple thing you 
might try i» a spiiial niassage as tired legs are usually 
connected to a tired back, cgain caused from pent up 
energy. Do this one with a little padding under your 
back. Sit on the floor with your knees drawn up and 
wrap your anns around them.

Nutrionists meet

The demand for quality child day care service in 
Virginia Beach is greater than ever before as more and 
more women with preschool age children enter the work 
force. 

Twenty-seven million children under 18 in the U.S. 
(or 42%) of children under 18, had mothers working or 
seeking work in March 1974. One out of four were 
under school age. Thirty three percent of all mothers 
with children under 3 are working outside as compared 
to 22"% working in 1964, (Source: 1975 E.O.M. 
Clearance - Oregon Commission for Children and 
Youth:) The 1980 Census is certain to show an evwi 
greater increase. 

Many mothers are concerned about the care their 
child receives while they must be at work. Because 
children are being left at a center for six. eight and even 
ten hours a day, feeding of children has become an 
important priority. Providing meals and nutrition 
education are now recognized as vital components of a 
child day care program. 

The Virginia cooperative extension service has 
recognized the major role adaquate nutrition plays in 
the proper development and well being of a child and is 
scheduling a one day conference for the directors and 
food service managers of all licensed day care centers in 
the Tidewater area on Saturday, March 15. It will be 
held at the Norfolk Technical Vocational Center at 1330 
Military Highway. Local extension agents, extension 
specialists from VPI and SU and food service educators 
will be involved in the program.

What may not be appar- 
ent to millicxis of Amer- 
icans, as they answer the 
census in the privacy and 
convenience of their 
hcxnes, is the fact that 
VjJhey are making personal 
"contributiois to an under- 
taking so vast, so com- 
plex, that the 1980 census 
qualifies as one of the 
largest peacetime effots 
ever mounted in this 
country. 

By the time the last 
American is counted 
s<xnetime during the 
summer, the Bureau of 
the Census will have 
reached an estimated 222 
million U.S. residents and 
86 million housing units, 
and gathered more than 
three billioi answers. 

Ihe 222 million resi- 
dents, a nine percent pop- 
ulation increase since 
1970, include some people 
who do not speak English, 
people with various apolit- 
ical opinions, the rich and 
the destitute, the educat- 
ed and the illiterate, 
members of all the earth's 
races. The census must 
also assess their housing- 
single-family homes, 
houseboats, cmdomin-

The census 
is expected to count 23 per 
cent mOTe housing units in 
1980 than in 1970. 

At the same tiflM, never 
in the history fof the 
census, which has been 
taken every 10 years since 
1790, have census find- 
ings played as important a 
rde in American life as 
they do today. Besides the 
Constitutional mandate to 
provide a basis for re- 
apportioning seats in the 
House of Representatives, 
the census measures how 
well the Natiai is dang, 
fxcm the block level to 
Ae entire country. Its 
findings are used in the 
private and public sectors 
to decide how billions of 
ddlars will be spent 
annually. 

Banning for the 1980 
census, which has gone on 
since the early seventies, 
reflects this heightened 
need for the most com- 
plete count ever taken, 
especially of minorities. 

In 90 percent of the 
Nation's households, peo- 
ple will be asked to take 
their own census, in ef- 
fea, by answering the 
questionnaires and maU- 
ing them back in postage- 
fi-ee envelopes. Census 
takers will dbtsia the in- 
formation fi-om house- 
hdds that fail to mul back 
ccxnpleted questionnaires 
as requested. 

The remaining 10 per- 
cent, which will receive 
instructions to hold the 
completed questionnaires 
until census takers pick 
them up, are mostly in 
sparsely settled areas in 
the Western half of the 
Nation. In some cases, the 
census takers will ask

Census questions seek 
basic infOTHiation about 
pe(^le~age, sex, occupa- 
tion, and the like~and 
about subjects such as 
housing, perswial trans- 
portation, and energy use.

Federal law requires 
everyone to answer the 
census; it also protects the 
craifidentiality of personal 



informati(Mi. The only 
pec^le who can see an 
individual's replies are 
census employees, who 
are swOm to seaecy 
under threat of a $5,000 
fine and five-yejir prison 
terra. 



In the 50-year history of 
the modern census ,con- 
fidentiality law, not once 
has the Bureau or one of 
its empl(^ees been form- 
ally charged with releas- 
ing census infomaticm 
about any individual. 
Landmark court rulings 
through this century have 
c(xitinually upheld the 
Bureau's refusal to re- 
lease such information, 
even to the Secretary of 
State, the Attorney^ Gen- 
eral, «- to corponuions 
invdved in Utigatign. 

Moreover, the Bureau 
designs its procedures to 
avdd situations that caald 
lead to a breach of the 
confidentiality law. Na- 
mes, addresses, and tele- 
phone numbers are never 
allowed to enter any com- 
puter. Social Security 
numbers are not request- 
ed by the census. 

The 1980 census tabu- 
lations will ykld a com- 
prehensive statistical pic- 
ture of the Nation, and erf 
every State, county, and 
community. Ihis data 
about sodal and ecxmomic 
characteristics will be 
used time and again in 
ways that benefit all strau 
of society, though the 
Census Bureau merely 
provides the data, and 
never applies it. 



Being counted is crucial 
to full political represent- 
ation as well. Census fig- 
ures, besides their rde in 
reapporticming the House 
of Representatives, are 
also used by most States 
to redistrict their legis- 
latures and to adjust 
boundaries in municipal 
election areas.

The group also recom- 
mended the inclusion of courses hi dectrica! and pipe 
drafting and sewerage and waste water treatment draf- 
ting into our mechanical drafting program. 

The architects suggested that we add a course in 
photography and a course in surveying into our ar- 
chitectural drafting curriculum.

Where possible 
and practical, we will incorporate them into our 
curriculum. One of our purposes here at TCC is to try 
and meet the needs of the Virginia Beach community.

Kings Point residents grieve over subdivision drainage ditches

Complaints from Kings 
Point residents that the 
drainage ditch running 
through their subdivision 
is ero<j[ing their property 
were discounted by Public 
Works director Oral 
Lambert Monday after- 
noon at an informal 
meeting of Council. 

He said that the ditch 
does not present a drain- 
age problem but is more 
of an aesthetic problem. 

City manager George L. 
Hanbury said that he is 
willing to recommend 
piping the ditch if resi- 
dents are willing to part- 
icipate financially. He 
would also recommend 
that the city base its asses- 
sments on the 1978 
estimates for the materials 
of $175,900. The cost now 
would be closer to 
S2S9,000, he said, so that 
the city would have to 
make up the difference of 
over $83,000. 

Under the city's part- 
icipation policy the 
property owners would 
have to agree to pay for 
the cost of materials and 
the city would supply the 
labor and equipment. The 
total cost of the project at 
current prices, Lambert 
said, would be ^355,000. 
In addition to the labor 
and equipment the city 
would have to bring in fill 
dirt to cover the pipe. 

The 59 property owners 
would have to agree to 
share the cost of 
materials. Although 136 
lots are in the subdivision, 
Lambert said, it is not 
likely that owners whose 
properties do not abut the 
canal will be willing to 
participate. 

The city's participation 
policy has never addressed 
a problem this large, 
Lambert said. 

Lambert recommended 
leaving the ditch the way it 
is, but the participation 
avenue is open to ail 
citizens. 

Lambert said the ditch 
is 3000 feet long from nor- 



th of Alcott Road to a 
point under the Little 
Neck Canal and has a 
cement bottom. When the 
subdivision was approved 
the city's policy required a 
60-inch pipe. Now a 72- 
inch^ pipe would be 
required. 

He said there had been 
complaints that the ditch 
banks were eroding and 
threatening private 

property. "I find that isn't 
so." he said, and showed 
slides of the length of the 
canal showing only one 
section where there was 
serious erosion. He said 
the ditch was excellently 
maintained. 

The canal property is 
owned by adjoining 
property owners but the 
city has an easement for 
the ditch. 

Councilwoman Meyera 
Oberndorf asked about 
reports of rats in the ditch. 
Lambert said there were 
muskrats there, but not 
rats. 

The tunnel 

The last set of steps of 
the century at the Virginia 
Beach Civic Center may 
end up as steps in storage. 

City Council is trying to 
decide whether the 
$80,000, 120-foot-long 
connecting the new 
Operations Building and 
the Administration Build- 
ing needs a matching set 
of steps at both ends for 
those who want to cross 
over the partly above 
ground tunnel. 

Council also told city 
manager George L. Han- 
bury that it would like to 
be consulted about 
changeorders which arise 
during construction pro- 
jects. 

Hanbury told Council 
Monday at an informal 
meeting of Council that he 
had issued a stop work or- 
der on a second set of 
steps to be constucted at 
one end of the tunnel. One 
set of steps have already 
been built at the other end 



and plans include steps oh 
both sides of existing side- 
walks. 

Hanbury said the 
change order was ap- 
proved during his absence 
but that he would 
probably have approved 
it. He brought the matter 
to Council, he said, 
because he knew the tun- 
nel project was controver- 
sial. 

He said $10,000 has 
already been spent on the 
second set of precast con- 
crete steps, but that the 
total project would cost 
$31,000. The Operations 
Building will be there 
for another 300 years, he 
pointed out, and is the last 
building which will be 
built at the Civic Center 
during the century. The 
money is available in the 
project appropriation, 
Hanbury said. 

Councilman Reid Ervin 
said that Council should 
be consulted about any 
change^rder that involves 
$2,000 or more. 

Councilman Clarence 
A. Holland suggested that 
$2,000 was a little low. 

Ervin said that the 
people think the Arts and 
Conference Center will 
cost $16'/2 million, but 
taking all the contracts in 
consideration, the total 
cost will come to over $20 
million. 

Vice Mayor J. Henry 
McCoy Jr. noted that 
communications problems 
cause political problems. 

Councilwoman Meyera 
Oberndorf questioned 
whether $20,000 should be 
spent to redeem $10,000.

who are candidates for

Riggs wants the law to 
include all appointed of- 
ficials and department 
heads of the city and the 
extension of disclosure to 
all sources of private in- 
come and real estate 
holdings regardless of the 
source. 

Mrs. Henley Monday 
pmented Council yvith in- 
formation on discolosure 
in the State Code for State 
officials and a model form 
suggested by Common 
Cause. Disclosure is 
required of state officials 
when compsenation is in 
excess of $1,000 during 
the preceding year. 

She said that the Com- 
mon Cause form was "ex- 
treme" but that she 
thought serious con- 
sideriatiln should be given 



to adopting some ad- 
ditional disclosure and 
ethics requirements for 
local officials. 

Councilman Reid Ervin 
said that some changes 
could be made. He poin- 
ted out that although of- 
ficials are required to 
disclose real estate 
holdings, they are not 
required to disclose stock 
holdings. An official may 
have stock in a holding 
company which owns 
land. This ownership 
would not have to be 
reported. 

Encroaclmients 

Encroachments on city 
property at the north end 
of the beach aren't all 
bad, according to Coun- 
cilman Reid Ervin. 

In its crackdown on en- 
croaching structures, the 
city may be taking the 
wrong approach, Ervin 
told Council Monday af- 
ternoon at an informal 
meeting. 

He said that recreation 
is aparce in the north end 



and taking down the 
volleyball nets on the 
beach would make it spar- 
cer, he said. He said he 
had heard no complaints 
about the nets except 
during the annual 
volleyball tournament. 

City manager George L. 
Hanbury said that the 
structures were more oa a 
safety problem and he 
would like to drtermine 
the city's liability. 

Ervin also said that 
some of the plantings en- 
croaching on city property 
may actually help by 
stabilizing the beach. 



Public works director 
Oral Lambert said that all 
property owners involved 
were sent written notices 
by return receipt mail ad- 
vising that they were en- 
titted to a review if they 
chose. 

Over the years, north 
end property owners have 
encroached on the beach 
with decks, gazebos and 
other structure and plan- 
tings~and volleyball nets. 
The city is ordering 
removal of the stuctures 
which are not part of the 
main residences.

Problems with glasses 

1 can remebcr playing high school football and having 
my glasses frames break and I would end up with a cut 
nose or part of the frame stuck in my face. If it wasn t 
an injury, the darn things would fog up on me. 

During hunting and fishing season I was constantly 
plagued with rain or saltwater spray on my glasses and it 
seemed like every time 1 had a duck come mto. my 
decoys my glasses were covered with water. If it was 
cold, the least little twig that touched by glasses made 
my cars feel like they would fall off. 

During the warm months if I was exerting myself and 
would begin to sweat. I would be constantly pushing my 
glasses up on my nose or they would slip off and fall to 
the ground. If they were the least little bit out of ad- 
justment 1 would either be sore behind my ears or on the 
bridge of my nose. . . u 

In my duties as a police officer I have had them 
knocked off and stepped on while making arrest. At 
night when this occured I was really m trouble. 1 
couldn't see a thing. During scuffles 1 have been hit and 
had them break and stick in my face. I fliound myself 
being distracted by having to protect them. 

Last August 1 had been sweating alot and my glasses 
fell off and 1 stepped on them accidcntly. 1 have been 
wearing glasses for 24 years and this was the first time 1 
had ever stepped on them. I really was fed up with the 
aggravation. 

Soft contact lenses 

1 had my glasses repaired but the damage was bad 
enough that they really needed replacing. 1 had several 
friends that wore soft conUct lenses but I had always 
thought that my eyes were too bad to wear them. My 
glasses had been so thick that I didn't see how it was 
possible for something as small as a contact to be able to 
replace it. But 1 figured 1 had to do something, so 1 
made an appointment with an optometrist that 
specialized in contact lenses. .,. « 

The following week I went to Doctor Thomas R. 
Cheezum in Great Bridge to be examined and possibly 
fitted with contacts. I was really impressed with the 
examination and surprised when he tried a set of sof 
contacts on me and I could actually see. It was the first 
lime 1 had actually seen myself in a mirror clearly 
without those darn thick glasses on. It was great and I 
could hardly wait until my own pair would arrive. 

The first week I had my new contacts I started flag 
football practice. I was a little cautious at first because 
was afraid I would lose one but as the days went on 1 
began to get a little more faith in them. 

1 played for the Drawbridge lounge and we had en- 
tered in the Virginia Beach Adult Flag Football League, 
and it was pretty rough. I really had the time of my life 
not having to protect those darn glasses. 

Hunting Hea«on 

' Next came rail hunting season. If you read my 
column back in September you will probably remember 
Ed Kaul and 1 hunting out of Oyster. Va. du""* a 
strong northeaster. The water was really rough, and Ed 
was constantly having to clean his glasses. I felt for him 
because I had been through it many times before. My 



onlv concern was that the salt water and wind might 
caausc my lenses to dry out but it didn't. I felt great. 

I also discovered that I had. bfitcr. peripheral vision. 
My shooting on wing shots had improved greatly. It 
didn't seem like I could miss. I also had the same luck 
when dove hunting. My kill ration had really improved. 

By the time duck season came around and the weather 
got cold. I was swearing by soft contacts. I could wear 
the proper head gear to keep warm aitd not have it 
pushing my glasses all over the place. I was comfortable 
for the first time and my wing shots were still im- 
proving. It was perfect. 

The Monday of the last big snowstorm, I Icli lo go 
skiing at Wintergrcen. It was the firsi time I had skied 
and been able to wear the proper goggles to protect my 
eyes from the glare off the snow and ihe coW wind. 
Later that week 1 returned to the mountains to do sdmc 
White water canoeing. 

I had some concern here about taking a bad spill and 
having one of my contacts wash out. Dr. Chec/iiin had 
suggested to me that I just try to remember to else my 
eyes when I hit the water and after doing so. I realized 
that thats what I always did anyway. I had no problems 
at all and 1 didn't have to worry about losing my glasses 
or breaking them in a bad spill. 

I guess my biggest praise of the lenses comes on my 
job as a police sergeant. I rind myself more confident 
when confronted with a situation where a sculfle might 
insue. 1 use to worry about having my glasses knocked 
off and then have to use my weapon without them. 
Some of my fellow workers may have worried about 
that to if they had known how bad my eyes were. 

Safety pointers 

When I told Dr. Cheezum that I was considering 
writing about my experience with the lenses he insisted 
that I give some safety pointers also, and he is right. 
There are things I use to do with glasses on that I find 
out now that 1 need to wear protective glasses or 

goggles. , 

When I used to use an electric bench grinder or saw I 
never put on goggles because I had those thick glasses 
(SeeGETp.8)

Local residents wishing 
new social security number 
start process early 

Many people who need 



a social security number 
for a job or other reasons, 
may find they have a 
problem because they did 
not apply for their number 
soon enough. 

People do not realize 
they cannot just walk into 
a social security office and 
have a number issued on 
the spot like they could in 
years past. Since it takes 
more time now. a person 
should apply lor his. or her 
number at least 6 weeks 
before it will be needed. 

Recently, in one weeks 
time, the local district of- 
fice processed 284 appli- 
cations for social security 
members; however, (here 
were 161 other cases where 
. letters had to be written to 
individuals because of err- 
ors on the application card 
or because of lack of evi- 
dence of citizenship or 
alien status. This, of cour- 
se delays the issuance of 
the social security number 
card. 

Speed pruccw 

Because evidence of 
age, identity, and citizen- 
ship dr alien status is re- 
quired, a person can speed 
lip the process if he or she 
has this needed infur- 
mation when applying. 

Examples of evidence a 
person born in the United 
Slates can submit include: 

For age and ..lucusnip: 
^ birth certificate or chur- 
ch record of baptism is 
preferred, but school 
record, church record, 
State or Federal census re- 
cord, insurance policy. 



marriage record which 
shows age and date of bir-i 
th, military discharge 
papers, delayed birth cer- 
tificate, draft card, U.S. 
passport, or any other 
record showing age or 
date of birth can be used. 

For identity: Driver's 
license, State identity 
card, voter's registration, 
school identification card, 
work badge or building 
pass, draft card or 
military ID, U.S. passport 
or U.S. identity card, 
credit card if signature 
shown, library card with 
signature, or any other 
document showing either 
signature or photograph. 

Bring passport 

Naturalized U.S. Citizens 
can bring their U.S. 
passport, naturalization 
certificated, U.S. citizen 
identity card, certificate of 
citizenship, or consular 
report of birth. 

Aliens should bring one 
of the following: Alien 
registration card 1-151, 
U.S. Immigration Form 1- 
94, AR3a. 1-186, 1-185, 
SW-434.l-95a, of 1-184. 

Photocopies are not ac- 
ceptable and all documen- 
ts submitted will be retur- 
ned. All documents are 
subject to verification.

on. I never realized how much they protected my eyes 
until I tried it with just my contacts, I soon put on some 
protective eye wear. 

In shooting you should always wear some sort of 
shooting glasses in case of the weapon exploding in 
yhour face. Dr. Cheez-um said ihat amber shooting 
glasses were excellent because they filtered out certain 
wave lengths of light and gave you a sharper picture as 
well as eye protection. 

1 hcse same gla.sses arc excellent for driving in mor- 
ning fog or mist. It is most effective in cutting down the 
glare, as does the amber fog lights that yhou see on the 
front of .some autos. 

With the summer months ahead, you will probably be 
spending aloi of time out on the water in the hot sun. be 
>urc to wear some p^tective sunglasses to protect your 
eyes from Che suns ultra-violet rays. Although just nor- 
mal exposure won't permanently damage your eyes, it 
can cause discomfort and headaches. 

Dr. Cheezum recommends a dark green or grey sun 
glass lens. He actually prefers the grey for better protec- 
tion. He also told me that you should avoid cheap 
glasses. Your sunglasses should be of the qualtiy frame' 
as if you were buying perscription glasses. You should 
also be sure that yhou have a good grade lens in them.

Student activities 
provide extracurricular 
programs at TCC 

The student activities office at the Virginia Beach 
campus of Tidewater Community College is the hub of 
all our students' extracurricular activities. Student Ac- 
tivities Counselor Fritz Zeisberg keeps tabs on events 
which range from concerts to intramural sports to 
community service programs. 

Funds for such activities come from a portion of the 
profits from our bookstore and vending machine 
operations and from receipts from specific programs. 
The Student Government Association (SGA) has the 
responsibility for allocating these funds with the help 
and advice of their faculty adviser, Del Carlson, and 
from Mr. Zeisberg. 

The SGA also is the group responsible for scheduling 
and budgeting for the students' special, community and 
cultural events on campus, such as folk singer Kirk Ed- 
wards who will appear on campus April 10, or the 
Virginia Woodwind Quartet which appeared last fall. 
Other special events in the past have included such 
things as a voter registration drive, a rape prevention 
seminar, school dramas, and visits by the Bloodmobile. 
All events such as these are open to the public and many 
of them are free of charge. / 

The SGA also allocate money for our student 
publications. They are The Counterpoint, the monthly 
school newspaper, and The Scrivener, the literary - 
magazine. 

Stiident clubs are an integral part of Student Ac- 
tivities, also. Our clubs are not social fraternities or 
sororities. They are curricular in nature, such as our 
Biology or Art Club. Clubs also may feflect special in- 
terests of the students, such as the Camping or Soccer 
Club do. Delta Sigma Lambda is an organization 
primarily for older returning women students and the 
Black Student Alliance is aprimarily for black students. 
Regardless of the special focus of the organization, 
however, all of TCC's students have the opportunity to 
belong to all of our clubs. 

Zeisburg Is kept particularly busy scheduling a 
multitude of intramural sporting events for our students 
since community colleges are prohibited by law from in- 
ter-collegiate activity. He holds events for individuals, 
pairs, teams and for the handicapped. Faculty, staff and 
students may participate in such things as slow pitch 
Softball, men and women's cross country and coed golf, 
chess and backgammon. 

Students activities also include strictly social events, 
such as the SGA-spaonsored dances. One of the 
highlights of the year is our spring arts week. This 
spring festival, which takes place in May, opens with a 
campus picnic and games.

Women get equality 
with social security 



One of the strengths of 
the social security system 
is its ability to adapt to 
changing needs. 

When the original 
Social Security Act was 
pas.sed in I93S, the United 
States was a much dif- 
ferent place than it is 
today. Over the years, the 
law has been amended on 
several occasions in an ef- 
fort to keep it up to date 
lo new conditions. 

The treatment of 
women under social 
security is a case in point. 
In 1935, the typical 
American family cmisisted 
of a husband~the bread- 
winner-and his dependent 
wife who cared for their 
children; and, for the 
most part, they remained 
together until "death did 
them part." Only about 
one in every four women 
was gainfully employed. 

Divorced 

Today, by contrast, we 
find one divorce for every 
two marriages, and more 
than half of all women- 
including half of all 
married women—are in the 
workforce. Obviously, the 
once clearcut distinction 
between men as wage car- 
ters and women as home- 
makers no longer exists. 
Nevertheless, in large 
mea.sure the program con- 
tinues to treat women 
primarily as adult depen- 
dents. 

In recognition of the 
changing roles of men and 
women in our society, 
Congress requcstetl the 
Department of Health, 
Education, and Welfare to 
study the issue of equity 
for women under the 
social security program. 
The Department report 
was submitted in February 
1979. 

While offering no 
spctific recommen- 

dations, it did suggest two 
approaches for con- 
sidciation-an carnmg.s 
sharing ptan and a doublc-

^ E^np sharing 

^■kSxidcT earnings sharing, 
one-half the total annual 
earnings of both a 
husband and wife would 
be credited to each, regar- 
dless of whether one or 
both were employed. At 
retirement, benefits for 
each would be based on 
half the total earnings 
during the time they were 
married, and on their in- 
dividual earnings during 
the years they were single. 
The rationale for this 
proposal is that a husband 
and wife are partners in a 
marriage and, whether 
gainfully employed or a 
homemaker, should share 
earnings equally. In this 
sense, neither is con- 
sidered a dependent of the 
other. 

Under the double- 
decker plan, a specific 
benefit would be paid to 
every one who met certain 
requirements, regardless 
of his or her earnings. In 
addition, the person 
would get a benefit based 
on his or her earnings 
covered by social security. 

Advtoory Council 

The issue of equity for 
women was considered by 
the 1979 Advisory Council 
on Social Security, which 
is appointed every 4 years. 
The Council suggested 
that earnings sharing is the 
more promising approach, 
but refrained from 
recommending it since the 
plan still has to be refined. 

While the final word on 
the question of equity for 
women under social 
security has not been 
spoken, one thing is clear: 
Social Security will con- 
tinue to adapt to society's 
changing needs- for the 
decade of the 80's and 
beyond.

Virginia Beach City 
Council has taken a wait- 
and-study stance in con- 
nection with a housing 
sites locations map which 
some fear gives HUD the 
power to dictate where 
assisted housing will be 
located. • 

Richard J. Webbon, 
representing the Council 
of Civic Organizations, 
said that the mpa portends 
something new--the 

buying of new property 
and addition of 
rehabilitation property by 
census tract. 

"If there is not enough 
low income housing in cer- 
tain areas enumerated on 
the map, low income 
property may be added. 
You're leaving the door 
wide open for some 
bureaucrats to tell us what 
to do." The areas were 
not enumerated by the 
city's master plan but by 
census tracts, he daid. 

As a result of the 
discussion. Council defer- 
red for 30 days action 
approval of resolution 
amending the Housing 
Assistance Plan (HAP) 
which would remove the 
census tract districts from 
the southern portion of 
the city and add more in 
the northern portion ex- 
panding assisted housing 
to areas beyond the target 
neighborhoods. 

The change was made to 
conform to the city's 
master plan to keep the 
southern portion of the 
city agricultural. 

Council by a vote of 7-3 
approved deferral of the 
resolution for 30 days with 
the exception of two cen- 
sus tracts. City manager 
George L. Hanbury said 
the inclusion of the two 
tiracts in the deferral might 
delay action on 120 units 
for the elderly which are 
expected to be placed 
there. The site is near the 
Rose Hall development. 

Councilman Clarence 
A. Holland said that he 
had received one phone 
call. He also noted that 
only 1 1 people showed up 
at the public hearing 
where the plan was 
discussed. 

Hanbury said that con- 
cern seems to stem from 
the situation in Hodges 
Manor in Portsmouth 
where the Department of 
Housing and Urban 
Development have threat- 
ened to cut off funds 
unless a subsidized 
housing development is 
placect next to Hodges 
Manor. 

The Beach has never 
had any difficulty, he 
said, and has exceeded the 
subsidized housing alloted 
to it. He said that holding 
off action would deny the 
units for the elderly. 
Assistance, he said is for 
many different kinds of 
people. 

He added that the areas 
could be included under 
normal zoning regula- 
tions. 

Sam Houston, a mem- 
ber of the aCommunity 
Development Committee, 
said that, "If HUD is 
saying that unless you 
adopted this you will lose 
funds.... We have a 

plan!... 

He said that he ab- 
stained from voting when 
Jhe Committee approved 

the plan. 

Hanbury said that HUD 
has not directed that the 
plan be approved. Council 
can make modifications, 
he said, and delay can be 
accomplished by public 
hearings. The city is so 
large and there are so 
many different types of 
housing here, that 
Virginia Beach "will never 
have the problem the city 
of Portsmouth has." 

Councilman George R. 
Ferrell said that it looked 
like the first step for a 
Housing authority. 

Voting against the 
motion for deferral with 
the exception of the two 
census tracts for the home 



for the elderly, were 
Ferrell, Vice Mayor J. 
Henry McCoy Jr. and R. 
L. Riggs. Councilman 
Donald Merrick was ab- 
sent. 

Council approved a 
resolution applying for 
$2,764,000 for sixth year 
funding for the Com- 
munity Development 
program. 

The HAP map 
delineates areas suitable 
for new construction of 
assisted housing. Ap- 
proval of the HAP amen- 
dment expands these 
areas. 

King's Point 



In a city lined and in- 
terlaced with ditches, the 
King's Point ditch is the 
daddy of them all. 

So think the 59 families 
that line the ditch and 
their neighbors in the sub- 
division. 

Gerald L. Kerr III, at- 
torney for the residents, 
told Council Monday 
evening that he has wan- 
dered the ditches of the 
City had has found 
nothing comparable. The 
next worst ditch is the one 
in Level Greeii. "and it 
can't compare," he said. 

City manager George L. 
Hanbury entered the dit- 
ches of Bellamy Manor, 
Fox Run and Fairfield in 
the worst ditch com- 
petition. And therein lies 
the problem. There arc 
too many ditches in the 
city that can stand a little 
face lifting. 

The people of King's 
Point think the city should 
pay most of the cost of 
piping their ditch. If the 
city did that, Hanbury 
said, it would have to do 
the same for other areas. 

So far, Kerr said, the 
people think they can 
come up -with $28,000. 
The €ity will do the work 
if the residents will con- 
tribute $84,000. At that, 
it's a bargain, according 
to Hanbury, because 
Hanbury has agreed to ac- 
cept the $84,000. for the 
cost of materials at the 
1978 estimate. The cost 
would be closer to 
$200,000. Under the 
City's policy, the residents 
pay for the materials and 
the city does the work. 

Kerr said that he didn't 
know whether the residen- 
ts could come up with that 
much money because all 
may not agree to con- 
tribute. It's a voluntary 
thing. It appeared that all 
of the residents were at the 
Council session Monday 
night waiting until the end 
of a five-hour meeting to 
make their case. 

Art McNally. who lives 
on Edinburgh Drive, 
displayed the evidence of 
effects of the ditch~a rat- 
tlesnake and seven garter 
snakes preserved in a jar 
of formaldyhde. 

Kerr refuted assertions 
by Public Works director 
Oral Lambert that the dit- 
ch was stablized and said 
it was wider, (36-47 feet) 
than Lambert had in- 
dicated. 

He said that the ditch 
was cleaned of silt last 
November at a cost of 
$9,396 and the silt has 
already reformed in- 
dicating that the job 
would have to be done by 
the city two or three times 
a year. In the summer, he 
said, the ditch is 
overgrown with two feet 
of grass, rats, snakes and 
other vermin, and 
stagnant water which 
breeds mosquitoes. Slides 
were shown to illustrate 

the talk. 

Councilman John A. 
Baum sMd that "if we 
start this as a precedent, 
we're going to have to pay 
an awful lot of money." 
He said the people must 
have been aware of the 
ditch when they bought 
their houses. 

Kerr said the people 
were sold a bill of goods 
by the realtors. They were 
told that the city would 
take care of the stability 



and maintenance. 

The residents own the 
ditch property, but the 
city has a drainage 
easement. 

Hanbury said that if 
Council agreed to the 
resident* request, it would 
have to do the same in 
other neighborhoods. 

Ronald Howell, of 3253 
Alcott Road, said that he 
has come across four 
snakes in his yard, one at 
the entrance to his home. 

Robert Garneau said 
the decline starts at his 
fences. "We have a pool 
now. Visit the pool before 
it becomes a waterfall." 

Jane Fowler said that 
one of the workmen 
spraying the ditch quit 
when he was a cop- 
perhead. Another snake 
was taken away from her 
front door by the Bureau 
of Animal Control. 

Thomas Llewelynn of 
3357 King Richard's 
Court, said that three 
years ago the ditch was 
functional. He has since 
had to fill in one area with 
cement, but the slab is 
falling now. 

McNally said he has lost 
about 10 feet of property. 

Hanbury said that he 
would meet with the 
residents next week but 
"doubt I can reduce the 
figure." 

Councilwoman Meyera 
Oberndorf said that We're 
going to have to put in 
(ditch repairs) in our 
Capital Improvement 
Budget."

Parking problem 



The elimination of 100 
parking spaces on Atlantic 
Avenue last year has hurt 
business along the street, 
two businessmen told 
Virginia Beach City 
Council Monday evening. 
They asked that the 
spaces be reinstated and 
the parking meters in- 
stalled in time for the up- 
coming summer season. 

City manager George L. 
Hanbury said the situation 
will be improved this year 
with the synchronization 
of the traffic lights which 
will move traffic faster on 
the left-turn stacking 
lanes. 

Restricting parking 
between t6th and 18th 
Streets and 20th and 23rd 
Streets on Atlantic Aved- 
nue "has not corrected the 
problem," Leigh Forbes, 
president of Forbes Candy 
Company, Inc., said. 

Joseph Howa, who has 
four gift shops at the 
beach, said that his store 
at a 24th Street location, 
where parking is still per- 
mitted experienced and 
eight percent increase 
while the store at the 22nd 
street location experienced 
and 18 percent decrease. 

This operation never 
showed a decrease before, 
he said. 

Howa said that the city 
can create an additional 
100 parking spaces just by 
putting back the parking 
meters. 

Hanbury said that even- 
tually the street may be 
one-way. He added that 
the public is not respon- 
sible for providing 
parking for the merchan- 
ts. One-way side streets 
have improved parking 
conditions, he main- 
tained, and recommended 
that the Research and Ad- 
visory Council study the 
matter. 

Councilman R. L. Riggs 
said that the city put in 
one-way streets over his 
objections and those of 
Beach businessmen. "It 
seems like the only one in 
favor is the city gover- 
nment." 

Howa said that the 
Beach Borough Merchants 
Group was not against 
one-way streets and will 
try anything that will 
work. He maintained that 
the parking ban on Atlan- 
tic was tried and didn't 
work. 

Councilman Reid Ervin 
admitted that he hadn't 
noticed any great im-

In Virginia Beach 



Plan your garden early 



A garden in Virginia 
Beach is only as good as 
the start it gets in the 
spring. 

That's why proper 
planning and planting is 
so important. And by 
following a few simple 
guidelines early in the 
season you can turn what 
would have been an 
average yield into a boun- 
tiful harvest. 

Every successful garden 
starts with a plan. Late 
winter-when you are eager 
to get outside-is a good 
time to begin. 

At this stage a good 
plan will include all 
pregardening tasks choos- 
ing crops and a site, sket- 
ching out your proposed 
garden, and assembling 
the proper store of garden 
tools. 

Decide first 

First, decide which 
vegetables " you'd prefer 
and how much to plant. 
This will depend on your 
family's size, what they 
like to eat. whether you 
can freeze, and the 
amount of gardening 
space available. A 12 x 15 
foot space can yield a 
variety of vegetables to 
keep a family of four well 
supplied throughout the 

season. 

Also consider how 
much space each crop 
needs to yeild the desired 
amount. For example: a 
10 foot row will yield 



about three pounds of 
bush-type snap beacn; 8 to 
20 pounds of tomatoes; 
and 10 to 20 ears of corn. 
If you are a beginner, 
realize that some 
vegetables are easier to 
raise than others. 

Good choices for the 
beginner are beans, 
tomatoes, radishes, let- 
tuce, beets, carrots, and 
summer squash. 

Once you've decided 
what to plant and how 
much-select the seeds. 
Each vegetable is available 
in numerous varieties. 

Your local Cooperative 
Extension Service Office 
can supply you with a list 
of vegetable varieties that 
have been tested suc- 
cessfully in your area. 
Also ask neighbors and 
friends who garden for 
advice. 

They can recommend 
successful varieties and a 
reputable source for 
quality seeds and 
seedlings. Once you know 
what you want, stock up 
on seeds early. If ordering 
from a catalog, allow for 
adequate delivery time. 

Choose site 

When you select a site 
for your garden, remem- 
ber that sunshine is the 
most important con- 
sideration. Don't plant in 
a spot that's shaded by 
trees or buildings; direct 
sunlight for at least six 
hours a day is required by 



almost all plants. If the 
only garden plot available 
to you is shaded, you'll 
probably have the most 
success with leaf crops 
such as lettuce, chard, or 
spinach. Since the edible 
part of these plants is the 
foliage, a lack of sun is 
not as critical as with 
vegetables that must 
develop a fruit. 

Also choose a site where 
water is easily accessible 
and air movement is 
adequate. Don't woory 
too much about the soil. 
It's probably fine for gar- 
dening. In general, if 
weeds will grow there- 
vegetables will too. 

Next sketch out a map 
of your garden on paper. 
Plan to plant the tallest 
vegetables, such as staked 
tomatoes or fenced beans 
in a spot where they will 
not shade other plants. 

Allow plenty of room 
for spreading vegetables, 
such as squash and 
cucumbers, plus a small 
area for herbs. Some rows 
will serve double duty 
during the growing 
season. Lettuce, radishes, 
beets and carrots mature 
early enough so that after 
they're harvested, the 
same space can be used to 
plant late crops. 

After your map is 
drawn, check your garden 
tools. Generally all you 
need are a few simple 
tools. But a rake, spade, 
hoe and sprayer are 
necessities. Make sure you 



choose the right tool for 
the job at hand. Consider 
exactly what you will be 
using the tool for and plan 
accordingly. 

When you choose a 
sprayer, consider the size 
of your garden and the 
types of spraying jobs you 
will be doing. According 
to H. D. Hudson 
Manufacturing Company- 
a maker of sprayers and 
dusters-a compression 
sprayer is best for most 
garden chores. Available 
with tank capacities from 
one to four gallons, the 
compression sprayer gives 
you good control over the 
spray material, which 
means complete coverage 
without waste. 

For small gardens the 
most convenient sprayer is 
the cordless electric 
sprayer which combines 
the ease of pushbutton 
spraying with the ver- 
satility of a compression 
sprayer. Lightweight and 
compact, this sprayer is 
easy to use and carry 
anywhere. Large gardens 
are best treated with a 
power sprayer, driven by 
either an electric motor or 
a gas engine.

Cleaning 

During the winter lawns 
accumulate a layer of mat- 
ted grass stems, undecom- 
posed clippings and other 
debris. This is called that- 
ch. 

Thatch may prevent 
necessary moisture and 
fertilizer from reaching 
the root zone. It should be 
removed with a fine- 
toothed rake as soon as 
the ground has thawed. 

Ontaing 

After the thatch has 
been removed, mow off 
and collect the top half- 
inch of brown grass. This 
removes the dead portion 
of the leaf and exposes the 
plant to sprii^ rain and 
sun.

A certain degree of win-' 
ter drying occurs on lawns 
every year.

prove your harvest 
markedly. The organic 
matter releases nutrients 
that speed rooting and top 
growth. After a few years 
of adding compost, the 
soil will become crumbly, 
enabling rapid cultivation 
and weeding. 

Planting is the next im- 
portant step. But you may 
have to start indoors. It 
takes quite a long time for 
some vegetables to 
mature. So it's necessary 
to give slower-growing 
varieties such as tomatoes, 
eggplant, and peppers a 
head start. This is done 
one of two ways; either by 
planting the seeds indoors 
while it's cold outside, or 
by buying seedlings from a 
nursery or garden center 
when it's time to plant 
outdoors. 

If you start seeds in- 
doors, use good quality 
soil. Just about any con- 
tainer sill serve as a flat- 
cans, pots, shallow milk 
cartons, etc. Be sure they 
have drainage holes, 
koisten soil well about 
two hours before planting. 
Plant seeds Vi" deep in 
rows two or three inches 
apart. 

Cover with plastic and 
keep warm. When 
seedlings appear, remove 
plastic and place in a sun- 
ny room. Water regularly. 
When plants are about 
two inches tall, transplant 
them to individual pots. If 
you prefer, skip the 
preceding steps and buy 
seedlings when you are 
ready to plant outdoors. 

The correct time to 
plant seedlings or seeds 
outdoors depends on the 
average date of the last 
frost in your area. Hardy 
crops such as spinach and 
broccoli can be planted 
several weeks before the 
frost-free date; carrots 
and cauliflower-two weeks 
before the date. But wait 
until after the frost-free 
date to plant tender crops 
such as tomatoes and 
corn. 

Set transplants out on a 
cloudy day. Direct 
sunlight can dry the tender

plants quickly and cause 
damage. Never plant when 
the soil is too wet. If it 
crumbles, it is just right. 
Dig holes for the plants 
that are slightly deeper 
than they were previously 
growing. 

Quickly maturing veget-; 
ablcs such as beans, beets, 
broccoli, carrots, lettuce 
and summer squash can be 
started from seeds direcUy 
sown into the ground. 
Before plantii« seeas, 
rake the surface of the sou 
and mark off rows. Use 
small stakes at either end 
and run a string between 
them to insure straight 

rows. 

Don't plant seeds too 
deeply. A good rule of 
thumb is to plant seeds at 
a depth three times the 
smallest width of the seed. 
Avoid sowing too thickly. 
This wastes seeds and 
makes thinning later more 
difficult. Firm soil over 
the seeds by treading it 
down or pressing with the 
back of your rake. Water 
the garden well if the soil 
is dry. 



watching for problems in 
your garden. Small 
trouble spots will be easier 
to treat than large neglec- 
ted areas. Weed often. 
Check leaves regularly for 
insect damage (holes in the 
leaves, ragged or curling 
edges) and the symptoms 
of plant disease (spots or 
mold). 

Make sure your sprayer 
is in good working order 
now. Then it will be ready 
when its needed. And 
when you do spray, be 
sure to use the correct 
pesticide. If you are in 
doubt about which 



pesticide to use, or if you 
cannot identify an insect 
or plant disease, ask your 
local lawn and garden cen- 
ter or state extension ser- 
vice for advice. They can 
suggest the best spray for 
the job. 

As spring approaches, 
plan ahead and follow 
proper planting guide- 
lines. Follow up with good 
care throughout the sum- 
mer including a regular 
spray program to control 
insects and diseases. And 
this fall you'll enjoy a bet- 
ter tasting vegetables and 
a more bountiful harvest.

If you have a large gar- 
den, you may want to 
stagger planting times. 
Then you will avoid 
having to harvest a large 
crop of one vegetable all 
at once. To stagger plan- 
ting-start seeds or tran- 
splants in several different 
groups about a week 
apart, planting a portion 
of the row at a time. 
Crops that don't keep 
long-like lettuce-are also 
good choices for st^^ered 
plantings. 

If you plan and plant 
properly, your garden will 
be on its way to success. 
But-as experienced gar- 
deners know-good cultu- 
ral practices will be needed 
in the months ahead to 
produce high yields. Fer- 
tilize and water your gar- 
den when needed. And set 
up a program to control 
weeds, insects and plant 
disease.
